Mid-Week in the Industry 


Tapering Off in Plants Drops Week’s Production to 98,354 Units; 
July Car Sales Estimate is Revised Upward, with Truck Total Seen 
Near 60,000; Car Payroll’s Buying Power Up 19 Per Cent Over 1929 


Slight tapering off at _ several 
plants will drop the current week’s 
production of cars and trucks be- 
low the 100,000 mark again, accord- 
ing to ADN estimates. The total 
is expected to be 98,354 units in the United States and 
Canada, which compares with a revised total of 100,664 
in the previous week and only 75,577 in the corresponding 
stanza of 1936. 

Added to the list of plants shut down for inventories 
this week were Buick and Pontiac, the latter expecting 
to close for a few weeks about the middle of the current 
week. Buick assembly lines were stilled last Friday, but 
around 354 units are slated to be turned out this week in 
General Motors’ Linden (N. J.) plant. Oldsmobile, which 
joined the inactive list 10 days ago, figures to turn out 
500 jobs in the Linden plant. With Cadillac-LaSalle also 
shut, Chevrolet remains the only GM division sticking 
near normal, with about 28,000 units scheduled for the 
current week. Pontiac has set a goal of 3,500 this week 
before operations cease. The combined output of the GM 
group will therefore fall to 32,354 units the current week, 
ending Aug. 21, as compared with 40,252 in the previous 
week. 

Most of the loss in the GM group is made up currently 
by full operations at Ford, which reopened last week on 
a 6,000-per-day basis after three weeks’ inventory. Pro- 
duction last week was in full swing only about four days, 
but is likely to hit the capacity rate of 30,000 units 
this week. 

Slight tapering off is noted for the first time in the 
Chrysler group this week, with a total of 23,800 units 
carded as against 24,000 the previous week. Plymouth 
continues at its 11,000-unit clip, with Dodge expecting 
about 8,500 cars and trucks, Chrysler 2,200 and De Soto 
2,100 units. The slight tapering off in this group is likely 
to continue for several weeks before plants are actually 
closed down for change-over to new models. 

The independent group has as its leader this week 
Hudson-Terraplane, where 1,700 units are anticipated. 
Next in line is Willys, with 1,500, Graham with 320, 
Studebaker with about 150 trucks, and Cord with 30. The 
miscellaneous group, which includes truck makers, should 


turn out around 8,500 units the current week.

Adding more fuel to union opposition, 
the purchasing power of current auto- 
mobile factory payrolls was revealed 
Monday as being 19 per cent higher 
than the peak year of 1929, according 
to a survey made by the Automobile Manufacturers’ Assn. 
Recent increases in car factory wages and the current 
high level of employment have become doubly valuable to 
the factory workers in the industry because of the con- 
tinued low cost of living in automotive centers. This is 
still 17 per cent below the 1929 average, according to the 
most recent reports of the U. S. department of labor.

While prices making up the cost of living have been 
rising, their increase since 1933 (the low year) has been 
only 14.5 per cent. During, the same period car factory 
payrolls have gained 281 per cent. Payrolls in the industry 
now are at 1929 levels, as shown below, even though 
wholesale car sales in 1937 are 14 per cent lower than 
1929 in number of units, and 22 per cent below in dollar 
values. 

The tabulation which follows compares the U. S. de- 
partment of labor figures on factory payrolls of the entire 
automobile and parts manufacturing industry, with cost 
of living in auto manufacturing centers, from 1929 to date, 
and yields the purchasing power in terms of 1929 cost of 
living which is shown in the final column, All figures are 
for the first six months of each year.

While opposing factions in United 
Automobile Workers union battle 
over Communism in their ranks, the 
labor situation in the automotive in- 
dustry has been eased considerably 
and no trouble has been experienced during the past two 
weeks. Moreover, no concerted steps in any direction are 
expected from the UAW until after the union holds its 
annual election in Milwaukee next Monday, Aug. 23, and 
the future policies of the union are determined. 

The executive council meeting of the UAW, which has 
been in session for about 10 days in Milwaukee, has been 
featured by violent verbal attacks by both the conserva- 
tive and radical wings of the organization. Late last week 
the conservative group, headed by President Homer Mar- 
tin and Organizational Director Richard Frankensteen, 
issued a statement calling for united action of delegates 
in ousting the communistic element in the UAW. This 
statement was followed by one from the radical group, 
including Vice-Presidents Ed Hall and Wyndham Morti- 
mer, declaring that one’s political faith should not be a 
bar to membership in the union, and calling for “united” 
front for labor. The “united” plea was construed as a bid 
by the radical group to becloud the issue and thereby save 
the red wing of the UAW from possible busting. 

It was reported in Milwaukee Tuesday that the UAW’s 
international treasury had received more than $1,000,000 
in dues and initiation fees during the past 15 months, Of 
this total about $900,000 was paid in during the first six

months of 1937, and funds on hand as of June 30 were 
said to be above $400,000. Approximately $1,000,000 was re- 
tained by the 400 locals for their expenses during the 15 
months, it was said. More than $100,000 was doyated to 
locals involved in strikes during the first half of 1937. 

Meanwhile, Detroit’s Prosecutor Duncan C. McCrea 
opened an investigation Monday into the riot between 
rival unions at the Plymouth plant here Aug. 4, in which 
several workers were injured and which caused closing 
of the plant for three days. It is believed several hundred 
witnesses to the scrap between UAW members and 
leaders of the rival Independent Assn. of Chrysler Em- 
ployes, will be called. 

Conferences meantime were continuing between UAW 
officials and General Motors executives, preparatory to 
possible changes in the UAW-GM contract, proposed by 
the union. However, no definite action is anticipated until 
after the UAW elections Aug. 23, since it is felt that any 
agreement, favorable or otherwise, might work to the 
hardship of the UAW faction now in power, during the 
union conclave.

Figured on the basis of 22 states thus 
far heard from, ADN’s estimate for 
July passenger car sales would total 
around 337,000 units, or about 20,000 
sales under registrations recorded in 
July of last year. However, R. L. Polk & Co., which has 
access to reports from 110 cities, estimates the month’s 
car sales at 365,000 units, or up 8,000 over the 357,490 sales 
recorded in July, 1936. 

ADN’s figures for the 22 states so far reported show a 
total of 97,991 sales, as compared with 102,446 for the 
same states in July, 1936, which would indicate a leveling 
effect in this year’s total. Based on the fact that these 22 
states accounted for approximately 29 per cent of the 
July, 1936, final total, this would indicate a final figure of 
around 337,000 for July of this year. However, the re- 
maining 27 states may show sufficient upswing to bring 
the comparative figures more-in line and thus raise the 
month’s sales to around the 365,000 predicted by Polk. 

Including the 22 states already heard from, the 1937* 
total to date is 2,094,347 units, an increase of about 139,000 
sales over the same period last year, when the total was 
1,955,463 sales.

With a total of 22 states already re- 
ported, it appears likely that ADN’s 
previous estimate of around 57,000 
truck registrations for July will hold 
true. On data available. it seems 
quite certain that the final total will be somewhere be- 
tween 55,000 and 60,000, with the likelihood that it will be 
nearer the larger figure. 

Should this prediction hold fairly true, the month’s total 
will not be far under the 63,695 sales recorded in July a 
year ago. Also the total should approximate June of this 
year, when a total of 58,628 registrations were reported 
in the United States. 

The 22 states thus far heard from account for 19,122 
sales, as against 21,313 for the same states last year. The 
latter total is about 33 per cent on the month’s final total 
last year, and would indicate a rough total of 57,000 for 
July of this year.
